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HISTORY OF SACRAMENTO.

the permanent selection of the site now occupied. Up to 1844, the Fort of Capt 


John A. Sutter constituted the principal trading post in Upper California. It was 


the only prominent and absorbing point of interest in this section of the + i 
territory. It had acquired a renown almost unequalled from the warm mt ae 
hospitality of its bold and venerated founder. It had become identified with ti 
sketch of exploration that was made of California, was the very center and birth. 
place of that enterprise which superinduced the great gold discovery of J anuary, 1848 
and achieved a general reputation in the history of the world, which will make it an 
eternal disgrace to the government that has allowed it to fall into rapid and disgusting 
dilapidation. A dilapidation not alone resulting from the mutations of time, but from 
the most degrading uses to which it could have been appropriated---that of hen-roosts 
and hog-pens. | 
In the year 1844 an effort was made, under the patronage of Capt Sutter and 
others located at the Fort, to lay out and build up a town at a point three miles below 
this, now called Sutter. A survey was made, and a village commenced. The first 
house was erected by Capt. Sutter, the second by one Hadel, and the third by a Mr. 
Zins. The last was a brick building, and, we are informed, the first that was put up 
in California. This place flourished, which had been named Sutterville in honor of 
its projector, without any other rival than Sutter’s Fort, until about the time of the 
gold discovery, prior to which it was selected as a garrison for a couple of companies 


of U.S. soldiers, under the command of Major Kingsbury. 


At the time, and shortly after the discovery of gold, there were quite a number 
of stores located at the Fort. This indeed seems to have been the principal business 
center, if we may judge from the merchants engaged in business at that point. The 
first store in existence (we are informed by Mr. Kemble, of the Alta California, ) on 
the discovery of gold, was the store of C. C. Smith & Co., Samuel Brannan being the 
Co. This was started a few months prior to the opening of the mines, and across its 
counter were made the first exchanges of American goods for California gold. Brannan 
subsequently became the sole owner of the store. His store was kept in the old adobe 


building afterwards used as a hospital. Hensley & Reading had their store in the 


walls of the Fort, and “ James King of William” was their clerk. Besides these,

attractive opposition. A variety of goods once broken into at that date coul fuk be 
restored, and consequently, Sutterville had no recourse in her emulation of cityship, 
except a priority of claim and certain topographical superiorities, consisting of an 
immense slough of stagnant waters, bounded in front by a narrow and inadequate bank, 
and in the rear by a ridge of land just high enough to catch the fullest benefit of a 
concentrated and irresistible miasm. Thus did Sutterville by a most perverted folly 
strive to suffocate its infant rival, Sacramento. 
| Prior to the removal of McDougal’s store, Hensley & Reading had erected the 


first frame building in Sacramento, sometime in the month of January, 49, on the ' 


corner of Land Front streets Soon after this, a Mr. Ingersoll put up a kind of tent 
and frame house between J and K, on Front, and Mr. Stewart a canvass house, on 
the bank of the River, between I and J, which was opened as a sort of tavern. In 
February following, Samuel Brannan built a frame store on the corner of J and Front, 
which was soon succeeded by the new frame store of Priest, Lee & Co., on the 
corner of J and Second streets, and, in close succession, two vcry unique log houses 
were erected by Mr. Gillespie and Dr. Carpenter respectively. 


This rapid advancement of the new town did not take place until Samuel Brannan, » 


Judge Burnett, and Priest, Lee & Co., had accomplished a little speculating cowp 
detat, which put them in possession of some five hundred of the choice lots in ne 
embryo city. The way in which this was effected, we are informed, was this::

difficulty of convincing Mr. Sutter, Jr., that there was but one way of exterminating 
his great rival, and that was by deeding to the aforesaid parties, such a number 


of lots as would make it totally improbable for him to be out-bid in the contest. 
The manifest disinterestedness of the negotiators satisfied Mr. Sutter, Jr, that the 
proposition was not only scrupulously correct, but that it was infinitely better to 
possess one fifth than the whole of such valuable property. Consequently he made 
a conveyance of five hundred lots. to these gentlemen, and thus confirmed them 
in their conscientious devotion to a town, which by a thousand declarations never - 
had, and never could be flooded. Fortunately for those interested in representing the 
town as entirely exempt from inundation, the winter of ’47 and 48 was sufficiently 
dry to give plausibility to the story. 

From all the evidence we can gather, the number of inhabitants at the Fort and 
in Sacramento did not exceed one hundred and fifty individuals up to the Ist of 
April, ’49. . 

In the fall of ’48 an election was held at the Fort, for first and second Alcaldes, 
which resulted in the selection of Frank Bates and John S. Fowler. Fowler resigned 
in the spring following, and H. A. Schoolcraft was elected to fill the vacancy. In 
the spring of ’49, Messrs. Brannan, Snyder, Slater, Hensley, King, Cheever, 
McCoover, McDougal, Barton Lee, Fette, Dr. Carpenter, Southard and Fowler, 
were elected a Board of Commissioners to frame a code of laws for the District. 

Pursuant to the wish of this legislating committee, the people convened together, 
under a broad spreading oak, at the foot of I street, The report which was then 
officialy submitted, and which was duly accepted by the sovereigns assembled, 
provided the following officers of a jurisdiction, extending from the Coast Range to 
the Sierra Nevada, and throughout the length of the Sacramento Valley, to wit: One 
Alcalde and a Sheriff. : R 

H A. Schoolcraft was then elected Alcalde, and A. M. Turner, Sheriff. This 
constituted the Judiciary of Northern California, up to the time of those changes that 
took place, in very rapid succession, after the immigration of 749 began to concentrate 
at Sacramento. ’ , 

Through the months of February, March, April, and May of ’49, there it 
regular and unbroken improvement of the town, which demonstrated the operation 0 
influences that have since confirmed Sacramento as the second city in our Pacific 
possessions. Thus did the Embarcadero triumph over its malicious neighbor, 
Sutterville. A town which had been unwisely located upon a slough of stagnant 
waters, and which became tw the speculators in the scheme a slough of despondency. 

From the commencement of the town of Sacramento, until the first of June, ‘the 


progress of improvement was comparatively gradual. The immigration was limited ‘in 


contrast with what followed, and yet it evolved a most interesting period in the history 
of the Levee City. Kvery thing wore such an anomolous ee, ae 
law, system, nor consistency, and yet there was no absolute disorder or discor Phere 
whole fabric of society was little less than chaos, and still there was a Te ere

small and insignificant community, and whilst they were fully impressed with an idea 
of the profusion of riches that surrounded them, they had not as yet a conception of 
the convulsive throws and conflicts of passion to which a pursuit of California gold 
must inevitably lead. They had given themselves up to such a conviction of 
independence, that they could not anticipate an interruption of their advantages ; and 
then, there was such a glorious and intoxicating equality, such a total dependence upon 
an inate chivalry, such a uniformity of rights, and utter dethronemeut of the 
uncomfprtable distinctions of suciety, that any man could reign as peasant, nabob, or 
king, without a fear of incurring odium, or the possibility of giving offence. 

But, in order that a more accurate idea of the character of the people may be 
conveyed, we will collect and describe some of the incidents and scenes marking the 
interval in progress : | 

Some time in April, of ’49, a party of six gentlemen, landing at Sacramento, gave 
a most interesting entertainment to Capt. Sutter, upon the bank of the River, just 
above the outlet of Sutter Lake. The visitors consisted of Lieutenants May, 
Hammersly, Elliott, Fauntleroy, and Peachy and Corse of the U. S. Navy. The 
first three individuals had been previously engaged by the ‘¢ Exploring Expedition,” 
under Lieut. Wilkes, in an exploration of the Sacramento River, a considerable distance 
above this point. During the previous reconnoissance of the River they visited the 
old pioneer of the country at his Fort, and the grateful recollection of his exhaustless 
kindness to them at that early date, made them do their utmost to manifest their esteem 
of so excellenta man Immediately after landing, they hastened to the Fort, where 
they enjoyed one of those warm and thrilling greetings which result from an unexpected 
meeting of congenial spirits, after a long absence. Their first mission to the Fort 


was to assure themselves of the Old Captain’s recognition, and to invite him to 


a dinner with them upon the following day. The appointed time brought the dinner 
hour and their guest, and with minds attuned for an electric enjoyment of a most 
novel and interesting scene, they sat down to the best repast that could be 
prepared at that time in the new eity. The dishes provided, consisted of boiled 
ham, roast beef, and a bountiful supply of hard bread. After the gastric economy 
had been thoroughly feasted upon these, the more substantial and necessary elements 
of physical life, then, sailor like, champagne, at a cost of $16 per bottle, was produced 
as copiously as if it had been bottled from the river that flowed by their side. It is, 
indeed, intimated that so bountiful were the libations of the feast, that an adjournment 
of the rising was taken until the next morning by silent consent, and that it was 
oage impossible for any individual present to count the number of bottles uncorked 
tor the occasion. ‘This, however, is probably nothing more than a slanderous 
appendix to the book of incidents and interests which might have been written upon 

the entertainment.

_ On the 5th of May, °49, Mr. Kemble informs us that Sacramento was bein 

built up with great rapidity. He says there were, at that time, about thirty buildings 
occupied by stores. A bark of 300, and a brig of 200 tons burthen, were moored 
along the bank of the river, »nd also the bark Wheaton, which had been commanded 


_ by Capt. R. Gelsten, 72 hours from San Francisco, and 140 days from New York. 


The trip of this vessel up the river was regarded an extraordinary quick one—small 
boats and launches, usually requiring five and ten days to make the ascent of the 
Sacramento. 

_ It will be remembered that the interval which we are contemplating, includes the 
period of interruption given to immigration from the desertion of sailors and working 
hands on the steamers. The California and Oregon, of the P. M. 8. Sv Co., after 
landing their first cargoes of passengers were compelled, from this cause, to lie by at 
San Francisco. But, as we have mentioned, in the latter part of May immigration 
began to come in from sailing vessels, and in June every avenue of immigration was 
opened, and thousands upon thousands began to concentrate at this point, preparatory 
to their mining adventures. Sacramento then began her career as a most important 
trading center. It was the grand starting point to every new coming gold seeker, 
whose predilections led him to the Northern mines; and it was but a very small 
proportion of the miners of ’49 that gave a preference to the ‘‘Southern diggings.” 
The Forks of the American, Bear, Yuba, and Feather Rivers, with their various 
branches, constituted the great aggregate of attraction, and made Sacramento the 
peculiar town for the purchase of gold digging implements and provisions. In June, 
every thing in and about the city indicated an overwhelming business, conducted 
without a particle of method, and in such utter confusion and recklessness of manner, 
as to make it impossible for a man to construct calculations that embraced more than 
the contingencies of a single day. From this time the trade or transportation of the 
river, from San Francisco, became an enormous source of profit, and every craft that 
could be procured was crowded into the business. Schooners, from 50 to 150 tons, 
would command any price, from 200 to 3,000 per cent. upon cost, whilst the finest 
merchant ships, that entered the Bay at San Francisco, could hardly beget a sufficient 
interest to preserve them from destruction. The price of passage from San Francisco 
to Sacramento at that time was variously ranging from $16 to $25. Freight ranged 
proportionately high. 
| On the 26th of June, Sacramento numbered one hundred houses. The large 
“‘ City Hotel,” which became a house of great distinction, was In process of erection 
by Samuel Brannan & Co. This house was located on Front, between Iand J streets, 
next to the site of the present ‘ Hotel Francaise.” The building, which 
previously framed for a saw and grist mill, by Capt. John A. Sutter, was 35x09, an

It is reported to have cost. $100,000, and it was subsequently eased to « cna 
Fowler & Fry, at a monthly rent of $5,000. The town was now beginning toa in 
attention as the prospective second city, and in the minds of a few pes os 
City of California.

AS was common at 
that early day, public gambling became one of the leading and absorbing features of

our city’s progress and greatness. Gaming, in the early history of California towns, 


was the first and only business, the votaries ef which, engaged in an emulation of 
architectural comforts, capacity and adornments. When merchants, and bankers, 
corporations and churchmen, would not hazard a dollar in the development of an 
architectural beauty or comfort, gamesters were viewing with each other in the 
erection of magnificent saloons, at an expense that would startle credulity and pervade 
the soul of a reflecting man with a shudder. 
Long ere San Francisco could boast of a store or hotel, that was even decently 
related to the immense commerce which she concentrated, her Public Plaza was 
margined by these saloons, which, in capacity, in bright and glaring illuminations, in 
gaudy aud expensive furniture, would eclipse almost any of the concert, ball, or 
literary halls in the Atlantic States. And what was true of San francisco in this 
particular, was true ef Sacramento, and every other town which achieved any 
importance in the year of 749. : 
Lhe first place of public gaming in this city, was situated in J street, between 
Second and Third, the present site of the Diana. A fey poles stuck in the ground, 
and covered with a windsail, constituted this first gaming rendezvous, and bore the 
very appropriate name of “Stinking Tent.” It was kept by James Lee. The 
principle, if not exclusive game, was ‘* Monte.”? it 
About the Ist of July, a sort of shantee was erected by Locke & Waterhouse, on 
the South side of J, between First and Second streets, covered with clapboards on the 
sides, and a muslin roof. In the latter part of this month, Z. Hubbard put up the 
long remembered ‘“ Round Tent,” first. on J, between Front and Second streets, 
and afterwards on Front, between I and J. This tent covered an area of about 
fifty feet diameter, and was the principal gambling center at the time. Music, and 
a decorated bar, and obscene pictures, were the great attractions that lined this 
whirlpool of fortune, and coerced into the vortex of penury and disgrace many an 
American who had come to California without his morals, or the decencies which 
he was taught at home. Every species of gaming was here presented in its most 
winning aspect. From the A. B. (0 , and the Sweat-Cloth to Faro and Monte, there 
was nothing but games of hazard, at which the representatives of all nations and all 
avocations, not excepting some of the consecrated expounders of gospel precepts, were 
present to witness and participate in the general compound of vice. Coin was at that 
time too scarce to be used as a betting currency by both parties at a game, and, 
consequently, rold dust, in bags, became the pledge of chance. Those who indulged 
in betting deposited their bags of gold dust with the players, and drew from the 
gamesters the amount of coin necessary to play with convenience as a sort of 
loan—a loan which seldom failed to work the speedy ruin of the parties negotiating 
the favor.

Poker was a great game, although it was not so popular as a public bettin 
medium, yet it was ‘the test scene of the mightiest hazards then made. While the 
necessitous small fry among the old votaries of the vice, and the mincing minies who 
for the first time struck out upon the shoally ocean, were risking their little upon the 
‘' Kagle Bird” by chance, the bold and monied speculators in gambling would almost 
always be found at the table, where each man became a player at the great Ri askin 
game of Poker. At this game, dwing that period, immense fortunes were thrown 
into the scale of chance, and circulated amidst a Sphere of strangers, as free.y as 
though they weve but fruits for refreshment. Ten thousand dollars would-be lost 
or won in a few fleeting hours without exciting the least apparent inconvenience 
to the parties at play. 1t was common in those days to see Poker played in which the 
‘* ante”’ (as it is termed) was a hundred dollars each, and from $1,000 to $2,500 bet 
on the best haad®. : 

Rapidly insthe progress of the city did these places accumulate. The most 
popular place for a short time, after the wane of the “ Round Tent,” was the “ Gem,” 
a frame building, erected on the corner of Second and J » by McKinney and others, 
and kept by Jos. McKinney, who afterwards became the Sheriff of the County. 
Following the Gem, were the Humboldt, Mansion, Kmpire, Lee’s Exchange, Diana, 
and an almost innumerable range of quarter ounce establishments, speedily built up, 
and opened with some kind of musical attraction and rum drinking facilities, 

Such was the popularity of gambling at that period, that the leaders in the craft 
were men of immense influence, and for a short time nearly controlled the destinies of 
the new city. Hundreds and thousands of men, who had been reared to regard 
gambling as a stain upon the character of a man, who had left their homes by means 
of borrowed money, aud left behind them women and children to toil for 
their subsistence, until the golden dreams of California should be realized—hundreds 
and thousands of such men could be seen crowding these miserable haunts of ruin, and 
gambling away the first hundred or thousand dollars which they made in the country, 

Many men who had at once gone to the mines after arriving in this place, and 
who, in a few months, had succeeded in getting a few hundred dollars together, would 
return to the city with the manly and noble intention of remitting to dependent wives, 
unprotected children, or, peradventure, to indigent and helpless parents, have stepped 
into these haunts of peril for a moment in the evening and never returned until their 
money, character, good intentions, and peace of mind, had been lost at the polluting 
altar of unproductive and self destroying ayocations. 107 2 

But, whilst gambling was given a temporary ascendency in the incipient career 
of our city, in consequence of the free and easy habits of its votaries, and the greater 
attractions with which vice and error always surround themselves, there was an 
antagonism in embryo which has since effected an almost total revolution in public 
sentiment. 

In April, ’49, we are told by Rev. Mr. Benton, that the Rev. Mr. Woodbridge, 
of Benicia, preached the first sermon in Sacramento. This, however, was but a tol 
gle effort, and months passed away before any decided and effective ipa taken 
to establish regular religious services. In June, we believe, Dr. “ who = en= 
gaged in the practice of medicine and general trading, commenced a somewhat sys- 
tematic effort to establish regular Sabbath preaching. BSR 

_ Following these efforts were still more effective ones, through the arrival auc 
noble ministrations of one of the most zealous and worthy of California’s ministry. 
We mean the Rev. Mr. Benton, who commenced his labors im this city neg tpt 
early part of July, ’49. His course from the first, so far as a close ede ie : : Sa

Hence he wielded a moral influence outside 
of the re sphere of Church worshippers. | He made himself at that time the 
most adroit exponent of the only species of Christian practice which could or would 
command a tolerable support But that he may be still better represented, we will 
uote from one of his historical sermons, dating from his first Sabbath : 

‘On the following Sabbath the speaker preached to one hundred or so people 
met under the trees, near the corner of Fourth and K, where were several wagons, 
ox yokes and chains. A few chairs were brought. There were three ladies in from 
the Fort, who occupied the chairs. The speaker had his seat and took his place on 
one of the wagons. The choir sat on the wagon tongue. ‘he air was delightful, 
and the services passed off quite to the satisfaction of the audience. _ There was no 
observance of the day, except by those who thus withdrew from the noise and business 
of a bustling little city that might then have been put in three blocks. Sunday was 
almost a forgotten day ; and many have not recovered their memory since; they never 
could remember names, and the days trouble them more than any other things with 
names. 

_ “ After spending two Sabbaths thus, the speaker was absent the two following 
ones, and preached on one of them on the Mckelumue, near where Mokelumne Hill 
now stands, to a company of miners. He slept on the ground in the open air during 
this tour without inconvenience. He was gone less than two weeks, and during them 
the city doubled in size. The emigration came in from the Plains, and there was no 
point to stop at short of this. Soon after the stock market took its rise—the emigrants 
having camped on each side of the road just out of town. From the middle of August 
onward there was no such thing as keeping pace with the growth of the town in 
population, tents, and buildings) They sprang up like magic, scores in a day. 

‘On the second Sabbath in August, the speaker and Rey. Mr. Cook, a Baptist 
preacher, just co e, prezehed under a shelter in Third street. There are some now 
in Sacramento who can remember that cccasion. Before another Sabbath he was 
prostrated by sickness, and was unable to preach again till October. The meetings 
went on, however, in care of Dr. Deal and Mr. Cook. He was able to be about. part 
of the time; and about the middle of September this Church organization was effected. 
Soon after, Rev. Mr. Mines visited this city and preached, and organized the Episcopal 
Society. From the time of the organization of our church, there were prayer meetings 
on Sabbath evenings, at the school house, very interesting and largely attended. 
During the month of August, Mr. C. T. H. Palmer had a day school, which, after 
suspension, the speaker took up and taught for several weeks, till the rains.— 
A Sabbath school was begun by Prof. Shepherd, and carried on afterwards by myself 
till the rains. Three of those who were in that Sabbath School are yet among us. 
A certain young lady, still in the city, brought with her over the Plains from Wiscon- 
sin, a package of Sabbath School books, and these with a sct forwarded to myself by 
Mis. Dr. Abbe, of Boston, made a very good library, Rev. Mr. Owens arrived in 
October, and took charge of the M K. Society, and got it into shape. A small 
church building arrived at that time, from Baltimore Conference, and that was put up 
and meetings commenced in itin November. In November, Rev. Mr. Wheeler came 
up from San Francisco and preached and organized a Baptist church. Rev. Mr. 
Burnham (Episcopal) came and preached four Sabbaths; was taken sick, lingered 
through the winter, and died in April, 1850.” : . 

From these influences the vicious atmosphere was being almost insensibly trans-

At first, the principal business was done alon Front street, betwee 
and in the lower part of J. Shortly after this, whe the improvements ut satel 
ing up J, they were also taking a turn down the river on Front street, and up K to 
Third. The bank of the river was perfectly crowded with the effects of landing immi- 
grants and merchandize, and notwithstanding the rapidity with which tents and frame 
houses were being erected, yet the facilities for Storage was totally inadequate, and 
Cnormous rates were paid for what could be procured. The bank of the Sacramento 
soon become lined with vessels devoted to storage, boarding and lodgings. The prin- 
cipal trading of the city consisted in the purchase and sale of miners supplies and one 
of the most important and lucrative mechanical avocations was that of making rockers, 
Lumber, as we have before intimated, was scarcely obtainable, and although an enor- 
mous price was demanded for it, from fifty cents’to one dollar and fifty cents per foot, 
yet it was bought with an avidity that could scarcely be conceived. Making rockers, 
building houses, butchering, and baking bread, were the great trades of the city at 
that period. Teaming and packing goods to the mines were employments which 
absorbed a tremendous amount of energy and enterprise, and yielded princely revenues. 

In December, ’49, fifty dollars per hundred was charged from Sacramento to 
Mormon Island by teamsters, and up to ’52 teaming was one of the most lucrative 
business that could be pursued. In July following, fresh beef sold for fifteen cents 
per pound, bread fifty cents a loaf, the size of a six penny loaf in New York, butter 
$2 50 to $3 per pound, cheese $1 50 per pound, corned beef hardly freight ; corned 
pork $20; milk, first obtained, $1 per quart; dried apples from $1 to $2; saleratus 
$6 per pound ; pickles during the few sueceeding months, and all kinds of fruit or 
ascetic vegetables would command almost any price that was demanded 

Carpenters wages were $16 per day, and laboring men got from $1 to $1 50 per 
hour, Board during the summer and autumn was for meals alone from $16 to $49 
per week ; board and lodging a large increase upon the foregoing rates ; washing from 
$6 to $12 per dozen; physicians’ fees from $16 to $32 per visit; medicines, anything 
that an attenuated conscience could ask. For one ounce of basilicum ointment $32 


were asked and obtained without a murmur. 


In the early part of the summer Dr Craigan, of Washington, D. C., established 
a hospital at the Fort, and the rates of board and attendance at this asylum of 
Ksculapius were from $16 to $50 per diem. Atto:ney and court fees were vast 
improvements upon the eharges of medical men as will shortly appear. A glass of 
liquor cost, at some of the first and elegant resorts, $1; cigars 50 cents a piece, and 
all indulgences increased in a very rapid ratio until they reached an aspect of such 
terrible extravagance as to challenge the credulity of men in their sober contemplation 
of pleasure giving events. Mining implementsas follows: Rockers, from $50 to $75 ; 
shovels, in the fall, $275; pickaxes $12; pans $4; small hand gold scales $16 to $32. 

About the 4th of July, 4 grand ball was given at the City Hotel, which building 


was not yet completed. An immense and vigorous effort was made to get up a ball 


upon a magnificent scale. To do this it was essentially important that every Cauca- 


sian descendent of Eve in this section of the State should be present. Accordingly

These orders were admirably 
Ne Beng ‘ies at the opening cf the dance the hungry, rather voracious optics of 
about two hundred plain looking gentlemen were greeted with the absolute presence 
of some eighteen ladies, not amazons all, but replete with all the adornments that 
Be trend enterprising pioneers of a new country. Such a sight in California 
at that time was almost a miraculous exhibition, and filled men with such an ebullition 
of sentiment, as to make it impossible to breathe without inhaling the dying cadences 
of the most devoted and tenderly expressed politeness Tickets of admission to this 
ball were $32. The supper was most sumptuously prepared, and champagne circu- 
lated so freely that identity became jeopardized, and the very illumination of the 
room converted into a grand magnifying medium for the revels ef fancy and delights 
‘ a ee young gentleman of the Army, who had been specially favored in the 
dance by one of the ladies, was about to propose her health in a glass of champagne, 
when she anticipated him by presentiug her own glass and singing out at the most 
audible point of voice, ‘* Major, here's to our noble selves”? Another gentleman who 
wished to give a poetic manifestation of his gallantry, and who was about to drink 
with his fair companion in the dance, quoted Moore, where he wishes for a 
“ Lingering kiss to be left in the glass,” 
The lady scarcely allowed him to finish the couplet, ere she responded, ‘‘T shan’t do 
it,” and walked off, highly incensed at the politeness extended. 

During the month of July a movement was made towards. the organization of a 
city, or rather town government. The population was rapidly increasing, and a desire 
for some more familiar or Americanized government began to receive considerable 
favor. Accordingly in the latter part of July, an election of Town Councilmen was 
held at the St. Louis Exchange, in Second street, between I and J. The result was 
the election of Jno. P. Rodgers, H. E. Robinson, P. B Cornwall, Wm. Stout, H. 
F. Gillespie, Thos. F. Chapman, M. 'T. McClelland, A. M. Winn, and B. J ennings. 
On the Ist day of August following, the first six gentlemen in the list met at the 
same place and organized by making Wm. Stout, President, and J. H. Harper, Clerk. 
The first business coming before this Council, was the preparation of a constitution 
defining the duties of the Council and for the general government of the city. On 
me 25th e August, A. M. Winn was elected President of the body in place of Stout, 
who was absent. 

On the 20th day of September an election was held at the St. Louis Exchange, 
for the adoption or rejection of a City Charter, which had been prepared by the fore- 
mentioned Council. Prior to the election of these Councilmen, there was no law or 
government which was not merely nominal in its character. The only tribunal was 
an Alcalde’s Court, in which Justice was dispensed with such dispatch and enormous 
paid to litigation.

‘“PROCLAMATION TO THE PEOPLE OF SACRAMENTO CITY, BY ORDER OF THE PRESIDENT 
AND COUNCIL. 

‘On the 1st day of August, 1849, we were clected Councilmen of this city, and 
eur powers or duties were not defined. On the 13th of Se 
sented to you a charter for your consideration, which you 
majority of 146 votes. Since then we have been unable to determine what the good 
people of this city desire us to do, and being republicans in principle, and having every 
confidence in the ability of the people to govern themselves, we again request the 
residents of Sacramento City to meet at the St Louis Exchange, at half. past seven 
o’clock, on Wednesday evening, Oct 10th, 1849, then and there to declare what 
they wish the City Council to do. If you wish us to act under the Mexican laws now 
in force, however inapplicable they may be to our condition, then we must do the best 
we can; if you have objection to particular features of the charter, then strike out the 
objectionable features and insert such as you desire. The health and safety of our 
city demand immediate action on your part, for in our primitive condition, and in the 
absence of legislative authority, we can in fact be of no service to you without your 
confidence and consent.’ 


Signed by A. M. Winn, President, and six Councilmen. 


The appearance of this official communication added such a climax to the capri- 
cious election that all now became interested in what was going on. People generally 
began to inquire about the election of the Council, the presentation and rejection of 
the charter, and especially about the proclamation which evolved such an earnest 
appeal to the sympathies of the citizens, for be it known that prior to this singular, 
this unique condition of municipal government, the apathy of the people tu anything 
outside of their business was so great that few knew whether they were being governed 


_ by Alcaldes or a Council. The friends of the charter government, being excessively 


annoyed by the ridiculous position in which things had been gee by the fatal 146 
majority, now organized themselves into a party styled the ‘ Law and Order party,” 
and entered most vigorously into the contest in favor of the charter, This was a lucky 
movement, for the natural negative or antipodes of “law and order” were no law and 
order, and when with this unfortunate appellative was coupled the universal support of 
the gambling community, there was little prospect of the no charter party achieving 
a second ascendancy. | 

The election came on pursuant to proclamation, and the result proved the charter 
party triamphant by a majority of 296 votes. The instrument now adopted was 
designated the People’s Charter, and all the acts of the Council prior to this election, 
which were not in accordance wich the requirement of the charter adopted, were not 
recognized. 
_ The first charter which was adopted by the Council and rejected by the pnt se 
was principally repugnant on account of a section in reference to taxation, whic 
authorized the Council to levy and collect taxes without the consent of the people. 
This provision, Col. Zabriskie informs us, was inscrted by the special directions of se 
Council Committee, who were appointed to prepare the charter, and who employed | 
Col. Z , to prepare it for them. ,

~~ hus did the city government spring up from the very center of oe oe 
and apathy. In the first charter election 527 votes were polled against the charter 
and 381 for it. In the second, 808 were in favor, and 913 against. | | 
The city government thus established commenced its feeble efforts to meet the 
growing and entbarrassing wants of the community, Immense responsibilities accu- 
mulated upon their shoulders ere they had been given time to acquire the means of 
action and strength. ‘’he .apid concentration of sickness uron the city, the utter and 
appalling destitution of the incoming adventurers, the terrible reign of cupidity and 
the eutire absence of all the kind and magic palliatives of Home, placed the city 
government in a most unenviable position. Up to the first of August the city had 
enjoyed one of those strange immunities from sickness in which it was almost impos- 
sible to hear a sound of complaint, or to witness the enfeebled and tremulous steps of 
convalescence. The whole community seemed in a state of health through the spring 
months and a portion of the summer of this eventful year. Kvery human being 
appeared to be reveling in the enjoyment of vigorous energies; every face gleamed 
with the radiance of unclouded hopes and wild and beautiful dreams of the future. 
The inconvenience incurred by the burning rays of the sun through the day was neu- 
tralised by the cool and renovating atmosphere of night; and the general activity, 
stimulated into a preternatural buoyancy by the enormous requitements awarded to 
toil, gave such a tone to appetite, such a power to digestion and such a mellifiucus 
sweetness to sleep, that the whole scene seemed one of enchantment. Thus was it 
Sacramento ere the rod of aftliction was brought to bear upon it in the autumnal 
months of 49, : 
' At this time Sacramento was a nucleus of attraction to the world. It was the great 
starting point to the vast and glittering gold fields of California, with the tales of 
which the whole universe became astounded, and which men of every clime and 
nation sought to reach without a moments reflection upon the cost or hazard of such 
an'adventure. The only consideration upon the part of a hundred thousand gold 
seekers who were preparing for immigration to California, was dispatch Time wasted 
upon prudential outfits, upon the acquirement of means beyond the passage fee to San 
Francisco, and peradventure a little spending money to dissipate the impatience of 
delay, was as well wasted in any other way. What were a few dollars that required 
months to accumulate in the Atlantic States, to the gold gleaming ounces that Cali- 
fornia gave weekly as compensation for the simplest labor ? 

_ All men seemed to wish for was the means of setting foot upon California soil, 
and few were sufficiently provident in their calculations as to provide any thing beyond 
the more landing at San Francisco Out of the thousands who landed at the above 
place in the interval referred to, not one in one hundred arrived in the country with 
money enough to buy them a decent outfit for the mines. Such was the heedlessness 


with which people immigrated to this country during the incipient progress of the gold 


seeking fever. In all parts of the world vessels of every size and condition were put 
up for the great El Dorado, and as soon as put up were filled to overflow with men 
who had not the remotest conception of the terrible sufferings they were to encounter. 
Along the entire coast of the American continent, in every prominent port of Europe, 
in nearly every maritime point of Asia, and in nearly all the Islands of the world were 
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men struggling with reckless determination for the means of going to California. The 
earnings of years were instantly appropriated, goods and chattels sold at ruinous 
sacrifices, homesteads mortgaged for loans obtained Upon destructive rates of interest ; 
jewelry, keepsakes and pension-fees pledged for the reimbursement of a beggarly 
steerage passage for thousands of miles to the town of San Francisco. These are 
facts with which the world is now familiar, and this being the manner in which people 
embarked for the Eureka State, it can be easily imagined how those landed who sur- 
vived the untold and unutterable sufferings endured from port to port. From the first 
of August, ’49, the deluging tides of immigration began to roll in to the city of San 
Franeisco, their hundreds and thousands daily ; not men made robust and hearty by a 
pleasant and comfortable sea voyage, but poor miserable beings so famished and filthy, 
so saturated with scorbutic diseases, or so depressed and despondent in Spirits as to 
make them the easy prey of disease and death, where they had expected nought but 
health and fortune. 

Thus did mining adventurers pour in to San Francisco, nine-tenths of whom for 
a few months immediately took passage to Sacramento. However debilitated they 
might be, however penniless and destitute, still this, the great focus of mining news, 
the nearest trading point for miners situated upon a navigable stream, was the only 
place that men could think of stopping at for recuperative purposes. Hence from 
Cape Horn, from all the Isthmus routes, from Asiatic seaports, and from the Islands 
of the Pacific, men in the most impoverished health were converging at Sacramento, 
But these were not the only resources of difficulty to Sacramento in °49. For at the 
same time that the scurvy ridden subjects of the ucean began to concentrate amongst 
us, there was another more terrible train of scorbutic sufferers coming in from the 
overland roads, so exhausted in strength and so worn out with the calamities of, the 
journey, as to be but barely able to reach this, the Valley City. ? 

From these sources, Sacramento became a perfect lazar house of disease, suffering 
and death, months before anything like an effective city government was organized. 
It must be recollected that in proportion as these scenes began to accumulate, just In 
such a proportion did men seem to grow indifferent to the appeals of suffering and to 
the dictates of benevolence. The more urgent and importunate the cries and 
beseeching miseries of the sick and destitute, the more obdurate, despotic and terrible, 
became the reign of cupidity. Everything seemed vocal with the assurance that men 
came to California to make money, not to devote themselves to a useless waste of time 
in procuring bread and raiment for the dependent, in watching over 7 pyr at 
of the sick, or in the burying of the dead. _ The common god (gold!) of ss be 
taught no such feminine virtues, and the king of the country (cupidity) dec sal “¢ 
worse than idle in his subjects to pay attention to the ties of consanguinity, or aly y 
their minds with any considerations of affection or appreciation of human sympat ed 
Fathers paid little attention to sons, and sons abondoned fathers when they require : 
little troublesome care ; brothers were fraternally bound to each other as long Se ye 
was equally independent of all assistance. But when sicknees assailed and hee ie 
dependents upon men, then it was that the channels of benevolence ahh Fie 
dry, and the very fountains of human sympathy sealed by the most imp 


selfishness. 
Had this not been the condition, such scenes as were then witnessed could not 


have been exhibited. If men had not allowed themselves to become the temporary 
vassals of cupidity, an old grey-headed father, nearly famished by a tedious oa on 
Voyage, and landing upon our Levee in the last stage of a po arr ea he prerem 
never have been abandoned by a son and other relatives who i epen oa aes 
him for the means of coming to the country.

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aitention paid to the exercise of charity and protection, it would have been impossible 
to have met the demands of the destitute, sick and dying as a commensurate sym- 
athy would have dictated. Such was the difficulty with which facilities for the care 
re sick people could be procured, that even the few who had money could | not pur- 
chase those comforts which the poorest in the Atlantic States can always enjoy. Dr. 
Creigan’s Hospital at the Fort was the most comfortable place, but such was the 
necessary demands for board and nursing that men could not avail themselves of such 
care. Soon after the establishment of this hospital, Drs. Deal and Martin opened 
another hospital in ore of the bastions of the old Fort. This led to a reduction of 
the cost of hospital board and attendance, but still it was too dear a comfort to be 
purchased by more than two-tenths of the accumulating invalids of the town. The 
sick of the city were in consequence thrown upon the exclusive attention of a society 
which had become so mammon ridden as to be almost insensible to the voices of want, 
Not only were the victims of scurvy evolving a general distress, but those who sup- 
posed themselves acclimated were beginning to feel the sweeping influences of mias- 
matic fevers which were peculiarly severe during this first season of affliction to Sacra- 
mento. 

Under such circumstances, that was true benevolence which attempted to respond 
to the requirements of humanity. And now let us see where the first grand response 
to this inexorable appeal came from. The record of so much credit should not 
perish ; the lustre of a humanity that could shine under such circumstances should 
never depend upon the dim and capricious grasp of recollection to hold it in immor- 
tality. It is too effulgent, too beautiful, too winning to be denied a dwelling place in 
the treasury of a distinct and vivid remembrance. 


The first and most effective relief, the first organized efforts “‘ to visit the sick, to 
relieve the distressed, and bury the dead,’’ were made by the “ Fraternity of Odd 
Fellows”! The first lights of effective charity that gleamed upon the despairing 


visions of hundreds of the sick and dying, ascended from the ‘altar fires’? of this. 


glorious Brotherhood, which the presiding genius of the institution had enkindled. 
Although denied the privilege of a complete organization, they yet came together, 
bound themselves by an informal association, and like a band of pure Samaritans 
devoted themselves with untiring zeal to the wants and necessities of suffering humanity. 
Gen. A. M. Winn was elected President of the Association, than whom no man could 
have been more active in his charity ; a Mr. McLaron, Secretary, and Capt. Gallup, 
Treasurer. And every member of this body became one of a visiting committee, 


whose duty it was to keep the society constantly advised of every dependent subject 
of distress coming to their knowledge. 


From this Association, the history of which would thrill the heart of every lover 
of humanity, an immense and immeasurable amount of relief was dispensed. But 
this Was not sufficient to dissipate the increasing calamity. Men still sickened and 
died without assistance ; men were still buried in the filth of an unattended sickness, 
mt frequently without the benefit of being sewed up in a blanket for interment. 
ne pine coffins ranged from $60 to $150, and it was not to be expected that in 

he midst of such distress and poverty, coffins could be always procured. The Asso- 
elation of Odd Fellowship spent thousands of dollars for coffins alone ; and when

On the 23d of September, the first rain of the season took place. Through the 
ensuing month of October, the rains became much more severe, cold, and accom- 
panied with heavy winds. No adequate preparation had been made to shield the 
citizens from this new element of disturbance, and every exertion was at once made 
to provide warm and comfortable shelter. The early setting in of the rainy season 
aggravated to an indescribable degree the miseries of the sick and destitute. Fevers 
were now making their appearance, and in consequence of the general debility and 
previous prostrations induced, they assumed a low and perilous type; yet such was 
the lack of shelter that many cases of severe typhus fever were lying in such exposed 
situations that their bed clothing would be saturated with the piercing rains prevailing 
generally during the nights of that year. And still they did sometimes recover. 
Every body who could avail themselves of the necessary means, began to erect pee 
substantial and drier buildings ; and notwithstanding the enormous prices asked for 
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lumber, yet stores and hotels were run up as if by magic. The rents Were at thig 
‘me becoming so exorbitant as to put it beyond the power of men to rent without 
as ee ‘tal. or a large business with the heaviest conceivable profits. 
imi Se nS rains set in and after having witnessed the terrible situation of the sick, 
Drs. Morse and Stillman succeeded in getting the most commodious hospital erected 
in California at that time, by Barton Lee. Plans for a hospital building were ep. 
structed by these parties, the probable income and expenditure estimated, and the 
urgent necessity of such a resort for invalids presented to various men then engaged 
in building, but to no purpose. The last application was made to Barton Lee. He 
distrusted the enterprise as a speculation, but had his sympathies so excited by a 
representation of the miseries around him, that he consented to put up the building 
demanded at once. Never did Barton Lee perform a more noble act On the corner 
of K and Third streets he had constructed, in an inconceivably short time, a story 
and a half building, 40x50 feet. This was immediately opened by the forementioned 
physicians, and the price of hospital board and attendance reduced to $10 per day, 
The rent of the building was fixed at $1500 per month, which for the capital invested 
was probably the lowest rent in the city. ‘I'he proprietors of this hospital made an 
effort to get those sick to take care of for which the city became responsible, at the 
same rate, but the Council preferred to remove their patients to the Fort and pay $16 
er day for vastly inferior accommodations. 

This led to considerable agitation upon the subject of .buiiding a hospital, and the 
Council determined to erect a building for that purpose upon the public square, 
between J and J and 9th and 10th streets, 20x60 feet, two stories high. The esti- 
mated cost of the building was $14,000. The records of the Council show that war- 
rants to the amount of $7,000 were drawn and placed in the hands of the chairman 
of the committee for the purchase of lumber, etc., in the prosecution of this enter- 
prise, but unfortunately the building had not been sufficiently completed to withstand 
the severe storms that were now prevailing, in one of which it was prostrated to the 
ground and the timber so injured as to make it almost useless for future building pur- 

oses. 
ij Soon afterwards the Council procured the use of Dr. White’s unique Gothic cot- 
tage on L street, which consisted of a small frame front building and a canvas exten- 
sion in the rear. Into this place a large number of sick were crowded, some of whom 
were near being drowned in the January flood. 

About the first of December, Capt. Jno. A. Sutter donated ten acres of ground 
to the city for a grave yard—the present Cemetery of Sacramento. 

On the 7th of December, H. A. Schoolcraft petitioned the Council to remove 
a house built by Charles Robinson, upon property which he represented. Prior to 
the reception of this petition, a few men in the city, calling themselves squatters, had 
been agitating the question of Capt. Sutter’s title to the land upon which the city had 
been located. This Charles Robinson was among the first to practically demonstrate 
his non-belief in Sutter’s title, by settling upon and claiming the lot in question. The 
lot was situated on the Levee near I street, and regarded as public ground. The 
city authorized the removal, and the feeling excited in the community against the 
Squatters made the removal of the building a scene too much of gratification and rebuke 
to be forgotten by the contestants. | 

The next day a suit was entered against the city for the removal of this private 
property, which resulted in favor of the city. This brings us to a subject that is so 
much a part of our city’s history, that it cannot be passed over without comment, 
and which to be understood should be truthfully stated : 

In the early part of the fall of ’49, certainly not later than the first of October, 
cr i a ean Sutter’s title to the property on which the city was located 
apes mth ‘ at the property was public land, and consequently subject to all 

, privileges Of pre-emption. At first this idea was promulged by a few illiterate and 
uninfluential men, who were treated by the speculators in town lots, and the general 
owners of property with the most at ile it 

unmeasured contempt. This treatment, while i 


an 
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suppressed for a short time the boldness of the squatters, did not by any means extin- 
guish the spirit. At that time the squatters began to intimate that they would receive 
such a reinforcement when the immigration arrived as to secure them in their posses- 
sion of property upon which they settled. 

This was to a certain decree the result of the arrival of immigrants who crossed 
the Plains Worn out by a long Journey, without money or home, less scrupulous 
and more selfish as people inevitably become after a long succession of hardships 
they did not listen with indifference to the assurance that by the mere locating 
their tent upon a city lot it became thereby their property, Thus, in a very few 
weeks, the timid and esteemed insignificant squatterism, became what it now is, a 
distinct party organization. Lots were staked off in many parts of the city, and 
the squatter’s title boldly presented as a superior claim to one which was based 
upon a purchased title through the conveyance and sub-conyeyances of Capt. John 
A. Sutter. But before we proceed to narrate any of the prominent events occur- 
ring from this land title antagonism, we would like the question of city squatterism 
and city Sutterism to be presented in its naked relations to facts. In this way 
every. man will be qualified for drawing his own conclusions, and morally responsible 
for the equity and justice of his opinions. And, as it is a question identified with 
riot and bloodshed in the history of our city, a question yet unsettled and heavily 
influencing the general elections of the State, it cannot be too well understood. 
We mean of course in its absolute moral relations. 

Capt John A. Sutter claimed the land which is now embraced within the 
limits of the city, through grants from the Mexican government, and through the 
guarantees of the Treaty of the United States with Mexico. His claim is sustained 
by an adjacent settlement, by immense, and at the time, most useful improvements, 
and the occasional occupation of the present site of the city. Also, by a purchased 
survey, by a person whom he supposed to be a competent engineer, and an accom- 
panying map, both ef which located him upon the place he claimed. Upon this claim, 
8 sustained, he conveyed the property to his son, John A. Sutter, Jr., from whom 
it has been purchased and sold, and passed through the hands of thousands of 
individuals. 

Against this claim the squatters urged that the natural boundaries of the land 
claimed were not in keeping with the imaginary lines. or the boundaries of latitude and 
longitude which were given by the engineer ; that Capt. Sutter had not complied with 
the requisitions of his grants, and especially that the site of the city could not be 
embraced within the land granted, as by the stipulations of the grant the land embraced 
was not to be subjected to annual inundations, and that by the improvement of Hock 
Farm and New Helvetia, he had overstepped the boundaries of his possessions per 
grants, either to the North or South, and as the engineer had given the Southern 
boundary by latitudinal lines, and as those lines, when correctly taken, placed his 
Southern limit considerably above this point, therefore this, the site of Sacramento, 
was public land, and subject to pre-emption possession by occupation and improvement. 
The first civil suit against the squatters was instituted in November, 1849, by Jno. 
A. Sutter et al vs. Geo. Chapman. A writ of restitution was issued by Judge 

mas, and served by Presley Dunlap. : 
a These were the saline? ee ‘hoe were first developed in the fall of 49, between 
the squatters and anti-squatter parties The removals alluded to from the public 
grounds gave great umbrage to the squatters, and was not forgotten by them, eon 
the incoming rainy season and the terrible flood gave a temporary quietus to the su ject. 

During the month of October, ’49, the first theater in Sacraménto was erected on 
Front street, between I and J, of canvas material, and named Kagle Theater. It was 
built by Mr. Hubbard, and opened under the management, we believe, of Mr. jel 
The admission to this place of amusement was $5. and as a place of pe oraae 
was not only well supported, but we believe contributed to improve - ee os 7 
society that prevailed at the time. Following this humble effort to deve st ‘ ies _ 
exhibitions, was a much more wate one in the spring succeeding, by .Messrs.

stantial place, was steamboating. As early as July, 1849, Capt bie Pelt, 
who became a sort of Pacific Vanderbilt, had puilt the Sacr aa 0 x oat at 
Washington, or rather on the opposite banks of the river. With this flat hie 
scow representative of Fulton’s extensive progeny he made several trips to San Fran- 
cisco and back, but his principal beat was between Sacramento and “‘ New York of 
the Pacific.” She rated at about 40 tons burthen. — . 

In the month of October, 1849, this same heroic engineer and pioneer in Sacra- 
mento steamboating, made his entrance into our city as commander of the magnificent 
old Senator, upon her first trip up the river. All the nymphs of the ocean making 
their appearance in our midst would not have excited more rejoicing and enthusiasm 
than did this noble floating palace It sat upon the Sacramento so much like the old 
Knickerbocker upon the Hudson, it infused such a vitality imto our mercantile rela- 


tions with San Francisco ; it demonstrated so unequivocally the entire navigability of 
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the beautiful river upon which our city’s destiny depended; it gave assurance of go 
much comfortable journeyings and imparted such a feeling of home to every body and 
every thing that came near it, that there was substantial reason for all the enthusiasm 
and jollification excited by its presence. She commenced making regular trips, up 
one day and down the next, and did as much business as she was capable of, at $30 
passage money and $35 per ton for freight. Her officers were, JobnVan Pelt, 
Captain; Chas. Van Pelt, Mate; Audrew Hallet, Clerk; Wm. EK. Bushnell, Pilot; 
Mr. Griffith, Engineer. This splendid and most successful boat was brought out by 
the instrumentality and enterprise chiefly of Lieut. Maynard, of the U. S. Navy. 
We believe that the M’Kim, commanded by Capt Brenham, anticipated the 
Serator several weeks, but a glance at the make of the vessel, and her acknowledged 
sluggishness, did not secure for her a: eception such as was accorded to the comparatively 
gorgeous Senator She, however, became a splendid source of revenue in the river 
trade, especially in the carrying of freight. Following these in rapid succession came 
the Hartford, commanded by Capt. Averill, in December, 49; the Gold Hunter, El 
Dorado, New World, and in the winter of 1850, the New Orleans, under the com- 
mand of Capt. Wakeman, which was soon withdrawn and put on the Panama route. 
The Confidence, Antelope, and Wilson G. Hunt were -not long in following in the 
wake of the forementioned steamers, and thus in an incredibly short time, the Sacra- 


mento river was converted into an arm of commerce and trade that will at some future 


period vie with the far famed channel of commercial intercourse between New York 


and Albany 


On the 12th of December, the Council became so intensely affected with that 
Species of charity ‘‘ which begins at home,” that they adopted an ordinance paying 
each member $100 per month for his services. This act of the Council created quite 
a feeling among the constituency and rendered the body fo. a time not a little unpopu- 
lar and uninfluential The Council, however, succeeded very soon to render a partial 
atonement for their self-paying propensity, by manifesting an active interest in the 
relief of immigrants. The season was becoming so dreadfully inclement that relief 
was indispensible. The Odd Fellows were now joined in their herculean efforts to 
take care of the destitute and sick, by another association of the most glorious and 
noble character, the ‘* Free Masons.” But these combined exertions could not meet 
the full wants of a community so terribly scourged as Sacramento. Nor could the 


ee in itself complete the task of relief which these magnificent, these sacred and 
umane Orders had commenced. These Orders contributed money and appropriated 
exertions as freely as if their lives h 


ad been devoted to the exclusive function of huma2 
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kindness. And it is not strange that in 1853 these two Associations of Benevolence 
should occupy so exalted a position as they enjoy. Their fair names are inscribed in 
indelible and living characters upon those pages of history which California must pre- 
serve. ‘I'hey could not do all that was to be done, nor could the associated help of 
the Council respond to the increasing wants of the invalid exiles. 

_ The Council at this time called a public meeting, and the President of the Coun- 
cil made a most urgent appeal to the people in mass to come forward and assist in the 
general effort at relief. ‘The President was dispatched to Monterey for the purpose of 
laying our necessities before Gen. Riley, and procuring from him, if possible, some of 
the public funds then in his possession. This mission was unavailing, Gen. Riley, 
the Military Governor of the Territory, did not consider himself in possession ef the 
right to make such an appropriation of the national funds. 

Sacramento was therefore thrown back again upon her own limited resources, to’ 
meet contingencies worthy of a nation’s benevolence. To say that she did not do all 
that might have been done to assuage the wide-spread misery that environed her, 
would be no reproach. All that she could do was most cordially, most readily per- 
formed. Her treasury was empty, her credit in that unsettled period at a necessarily 
low ebb, and the hand that is palsied from poverty cannot be very bounteous nor steady 
in its administration of substantial charity. Jf, as a corporation, she ‘‘had no soul,” 
she did, as a corporation, have eyes that wept over those calamities that were bowing 
down some of the noblest men that ever wandered from a hospitable home. 

By her co-operation with individual efforts and the vigorous benevolence of the 
aforesaid fraternities, she succeeded in furnishing a tolerable shelter, food and medical 
attendance for the sick, and especially did she put an end to those terrible burials 
which were made at an earlier date, without coffins, and in some cases without even a 
blanket protection from the disorganizing influences of an almost saturated earth. 

But the trying difficulties which Sacramento was now realizing were nothing to 
what she was soon thrown into by the relentless flood that took place on the 8th day 


of January following. For this dreadful enemy, coming like a thief in the night, she 


had made no provision The reckless spirit of speculation had declared an inundation 
as out of the question, if not physically impossible. The very air was tremulous with 
oft repeated assurances that the town plot had remained free from floods during the 
sojourn of the oldest Californians, and the headlong and unreflecting career of the people 
showed them sufficiently credulous to believe the really transparent story. : 
Thus, persons who would have otherwise raised their buildings so as to have given 
them some security, or fastened their merchandize in order to prevent its being swept from 
their reach, were induced to build upon the ground, whatever the topography of the 
lot on which improvements were erected. And, as will always be the case when the 
relative height of lots is estimated by the eye, hundreds of persons who SUPP OEE 
themselves to be upon elevated grounds, found that they were the first to be submerge 
by the inrushing waters of 1850. h 
The rains through the latter part of December and first of January were aC; eavy 
that men began to entertain an apprehension of approaching difficulty. The Sacra- 
mento River and the American fork were raising rapidly, and the back country 
seemed to be fast filling up and cutting off communication from the high egies. f 
But still every one was inclined to believe the ridiculous and false as anges 0 
safety, which could scarcely be extinguished when the city was aheaiiiely ep mage 
And hence, when the deluging waters began to rush in and overwhelm the city, a 
was no adequate means of escape for life or property; and consequently sky ne 
drowned, some in their beds, some in their feeble efforts at escape, and many le “fe 
consequence of the terrible exposures to which they were necessarily ee eptste 
few boats which belonged to the shipping moored by the pate Kd byt were 
immediate requisition gathering up the women, children and invalids, me sh 
scattered over the city in tents and canvas houses. Some of the eee he Ee 
living in tents situated in remote low places, were found standing a aiot “aif 
boxes in water a foot and a half deep, and which’was still rising with perlous rapidity. 
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Solemn in the enfeebled tones of dissolution erying for help. 

~The hospital then used by the authorities was the frame and canvas house firgt 
occupied by Dr. White. It was unfortunately situated upon very low ground, and in 
the temporary absence of the attending physician was entirely abandoned by those who 
could have been of service to the poor invalids during the aggressions of the water, 
By mere accident, a boat, in which Capt. J. Sherwood was manager, passed the hospi. 
tal, and discovered the situation of the floating sick by their dreadful cries for help 
The boat was immediately appropriated to the office of removing them to a vacant 
house of Mr. Samuel Brannan, where they were at least safe from drowning. 

During the time that these invalids were remaining in the store of Mr. Brannan, 
occitpied by Petit as a lumber yard, many of them died, and Messrs Boyd & Davis 
made coffins for them. They used to send a Dutchman and another individual out 
with the corpses to bury them in one of their boats. The Dutchman was very Suspi- 
cious of every body so far as his money was concerned and consequently carried it 
about his person, in gold dust. ( 
sand dollars, when unfortunately he made a mistake upon one of his burying commis- 
sions and placed the coffin with the corpse across their smallest boat. The two got in 
and succeeded in getting some distance into deep water, when the boat commenced 
careening and finally sunk. The Dutchman, who was a powerful swimmer, cried to his 
companion who was holding on to the coffin, “holt on, [le swim ashore and get a 
boat.”” He had not swam buta short distance when the weight of the gold dust drew 
him under water. By a tremendous struggle he came again up and struck out anew, 
but only to repeat the sinking and rising several times, and finally to sink forever into 
a death which he preferred to detaching and losing the gold dust upon his person. 
The other was saved by the buoyancy of the coffin which had been made very tight. 

We believe there were between twelve and twenty removed to this place on the 
levee, only two of which number revived from the unutterable sufferings they had 
endured After the death of a majority of them the balance were removed by order 
of Capt Sherwood and consent of the authorities to the Hospital on the corner of K 
and Third streets. . One of these thus removed was an old man who had became a 
mere skeleton from a chronic diarrhoea. With assistance his thread-bare coat and 
pants were removed and by request hung up by his cot. Ina few hours afterwards 
one of the physicians going up to see him discovered that his coat and pants had 
changed their color from a black to a light and decidedly living grey, and upon a little 
closer inspection the grey was found to depend upon a perfect coating of those execra- 
ble animals, technically called pediculee, and of that abominable species that prefer a 
habitation upon the bodies of neglected or filthy individuals. But his situation was 
less revolting than a number of the many victims to disease and despicable neglect 
which were crowded into the second story of this hospital on the night of the flood 
F rom a miserable canvas building on K street, between Second and Thi-d, called a 
hospital, opened by Drs Hazzard and Taylor and subsequently kept by Hazzard,

beheld it. The blanket was with difficulty detached and when drawn off fe ie 
shirtless body already partially devoured by an immense bed of maggots occupying 
nearly as much space as the emaciated carcass itself And when one adds to this 
loathsome mass, these crawling elements of disgust, the accumulated excretions 
which were alike confined by the agglutinated folds of the blanket, a head of hair 
almost clogged up with vermin, then can a just conception be formed of what was 
suffered during the sickness of the fall and winter of 749. This, which was proba- 
bly the worst case of the interval referred to, was too nearly approached by many of 
the victims of an impoverished exilement. Where the best efforts were made to pro- 
mote cleanliness, with men who had fortunes attheir command, it was almost impossi- 
ble to avoid an exhibition of scenes that would appal the heart of any man who had 
been reared amid the comforts and cleanliness of eastern homes. Many might sup- 
pose that under such circumstances, when disease was rioting in the community, when 
seven-tenths of the population were valetudinarians, that physicians were piling up 
fortunes through professional assessments. But nothing could be further from the 
truth. Their professional knowledge became fountains of charity, entailing upon 
them not only the motives and means of doing good, but in many instances associated 
appeals that consumed alike their previous savings and even their wardrobes in the 
vain effort to assuage the misery and distress which they could not fly from. We say 
fly from, for it was the instinctive habit of those whose professions or official positions 
did not require them to visit the sick, to avoid all knowledge of the sufferings around 
them. | 

Hence, at 10 o’clock on the evening of the flood, when the back waters of the 
sloughs and the waters that came pouring in from the banks of the Sacramento, were 
rushing into the city, tearing up side-walks and dislodging merchandise, sweeping 
away tents and upsetting houses; at this very time, and throughout the inundation the 
city seemed almost mad with boisterous frolic, with the most irresistible disposition to 
revel in all the joking, laughing, talking, drinking, swearing, dancing and shouting 
that were ever patronized by the wme-drinking son of Jupiter and Semele. 

All the shipping and two story houses became crowded with the unwebbed bipeds 
of hilarity and merriment. When hundreds of thousands of dollars in merchandise 
were being wrested from the grasp of the merchants and traders of our city by the 
sweeping currents that were running through the streets in some places with irresist- 
able force, no man could have found among the losers of property a single dejected 
face or despondent spirit. There were no gloomy consultations, no longing looks oa 
upon the wakes of absconding produce, no animosities excited.

Nearly all of these men were severe losers by this unexpected calamity. But it 
did not bow them into despondency. That iron energy of character with which they 
were endowed gave them the power of reaction as soon as the force of the storm had 
subsided. Men did not then estimate their strength by any of the advantages of the 
past. The present as a fulerum and the future as a lever, constituted the power with 
which they were most familiar. With these elements of strength, immense results 
could be accumulated in a short and almost magic period of time. 

In a few days after the flood had deluged the city, the sky became again clear 
and beautiful, day and night. And this condition of weather continued, with trivial 
interruptions, until the succeeding heavy rains of the March following. Under the 
influence of this agreeable change, the waters began rapidly to abate, so that in a few 
days some of the stores and hotels on Front and J streets were enabled to enter into 
a brisk and profitable business again; and during the month of February a communi- 
cation with the mines was reopened, and the city presented an appearance so cheerful

But nothing could exceed the unpopularity of this project, 
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both with Northern and South-western men. It seemed to be a general impression 

that an inundation would take place about as quick by a process of percolation, 

or by the capilary action of water upon the soil as by being poured into the city 

over the banks of the river. his idea was therefore too unpopular to be often 

urged. But in the month of March following, heavy rains occurred, which with 

the increased action of the sun upon the snow summits, caused another flood. The 

rivers rose with great rapidity, the sloughs filled up to overflowing, and the city must 
have been nearly as severely flooded as in J anuary, but for the masterly and herculean 
efforts of ‘ Hardin Bigelow.” This man had declared from the first an fares 
of the practicability of defending the city by a levee. Having thus com- 
mitted himself to the proposition, he was determined to demonstrate his theory in 
this second flood. With a moiety of means and a handful of men, he commenced 
damming up the intruding waters at every low point, and fiaally extended his tempo- 
rary levee almost to its present limits. N ight and day he was in his saddle, going from 
one point to another, and stimulating his men to an almost superhuman action. For 
a few days this man met tide and torrent, mud and darkness, and croaking dis- 
couragements that few men in the world could have endured, and to the utter aston- 
ishment of all he saved the town froma severe inundation. J, Front, Second, I, and 
a portion of KX streets, he kept open for the uninterrupted transaction of business, As 
a natural consequence everybody praised him, and on the first Monday of April sue- 
ceeding, at an election held pursuant to the new legislative charter, adopted Vebruary 
27th, 1850, he was elected with a mostcordial vote as the Chief Magistrate of this city. 

In addtion to his election at the time referred to, B. F. Washington, Recorder ; 
J. Neely Johnson, City Attorney; N. C. Cunningham, Marshal; Barton Lee, Treas- 
urer ; J. W. Woodland, Assessor. And Messrs. J. R. Hardenbergh, V. Spalding, D. 
Strong, C. H. Miller, Thos. McDowell, C. A. Tweed, A. P. Petit and Doctors Moore 
and Mackenzie, Councilmen. On the ensuing May 21st, James Queen was elected to 
fill a vacancy occasioned by the resignation of C. H. Miller. _

W. Hammersly, Harbor Master, with one deputy; Dr. V. Spalding, City Physician ;

— Their calling seemed for the time to be 
almost gone. But this career of an indescribable and wonderful progress was destined 
too soon to be interrupted. | ,

But before we enter into a consideration of those incidents which indicated the 
approaching storms, we will glance at some of the prominent acts of the Council, and 
other matters of interest to the general record. . 

During the months of April, May and June, the Council seemed to have had 
but little to attend to. Among the first prominent resolutions of this Board of City 
Fathers, we find the followmg chivalric tribute of kindness to a terpsichorean troupe. 

“July 5th, 1850. On motion of Alderman Tweed, it was Resolved by the City 
Council, that the thanks of the Council be tendered to the ballet troupe now in this 
city, for the pleasant entertainment of Wednesday evening last, to which this body 


was invited. And 
‘Resolved, That the Clerk transmit a copy of this resolution to the manager of 


the ballet troupe.’ 
July 7th, resolutions of a most eulogistic character were adopted by the Board in 
reference to the triumph of Hardin Bigelow over the second high waters, in March. 
On the 16th of July, the Council turned their attention to the organization of a 
Fire Department, and made coatributions towards the purchase of an engine. 

July 27th, the attention of the city was called to the condition of immigrants by 
the plains. Public meetings were held very frequently, and large subscriptions made 
for the relief of the sick anddestitute who commenced arriving by this route. Among 
the most prolific sources of revenue at this time wasthe Rancho of Col. Joseph Grant 
upon the levee. He gave nightly soirees, and by his unique system of organizing 
his meetings and monopolizing all the offices to himself, as well as by his witty har- 
rangues he performed a function of benevolence for which he has never been ade- 
quately appreciated. 

-_ About this period of intensely warm weather a cargo of ice arrived. Never 
did a congenial visitant receive a more melting and spirited welcome.

The direct exchanges between the City and the Eastern | 
lated to a most important monthly ageregate a a difficulty ne aie 
fest itself among parties called upon to make remittances. Each succeeding hema 
made the difficulty greater, accommodations were more frequently asked responses 
were made with reluctance, extraordinary negotiations were soon talked of. and finally 
an inundating distrust took possession of the public mind. Such a state of publi 
feeling produced two difhiculties so great, so overpowering in their nature that ip 
were necessarily ruinous to men who chanced to be engaged in business which they did 
not sufficiently understand, with small capital, or with a large capital invested in real 
estate ; and it must be remembered that at the time under consideration many of the 
business men of Sacramento were persons whese education and experience unfitted 
them for the positions they occupied. This was probably peculiarly the ease with the 
principal banking houses In existence just prior to the heavy bankruptcies of August 
and September of this year. There were three regular banking establishments and 
we question whether of the entire parties interested in them, there was a single indi- 
vidual who was really competent in the business. This we say in no disrespect to the 
parties referred to, but as a fact which goes very far to explain the sweeping revulsions 
experienced bythem. The houses to which we refer were ‘“‘Barton Lee’s,”’ “Warbass 
& Co.,” and “Henley, McKnight & Hastings.” | : 

But banking was not the only business in which men were engaged that had not 
the necessary education and training to ensure success, or to make success rationally 
probable. Men who had for years confined themselves to the tedious rounds of their’ 
particular business at the Hast, regarded this as a good opportunity for changing their 
pursuits and hence that unutterabie compound of Lawyers, Doctors, Ministers, Mer- 
chants, Mechanics and Laborers, that in a few months became so entangied in the 
labyrinths of trade as to require a general train, of rebuking bankruptcies to restore 
them to their senses and their legitimate callings. | 

Whilst public confidence continued to flood the city with the means of progress 
and the facilities of growing exchanges, nothing was easier than the management of 
business that was never subjected to any test of strength; but when the people 
engaged in developing the real resources of the State, began not only to withhold 
expected supplies, but to demand the return of those already furnished, then did the 
perils of the experimenters in business begin to appear. Then did this conglomerated 
mass begin a fermenting process which had no end but explosion; an explosion that 
shook Sacramento to its foundation First in the terrible list of embarrassments was 
Barton Lee, who represented a capital of nearly a million and a half of dollars. 
Scarcely had the spirit of suspicion and conjecture accommodated him with embar- 
rassments, ere his doers were closed, an assignment made, and the whole country 
paralyzed with panic born attempts at collections. | . ih 

In a few days Henley, McKnight and Hastings suspended payments, and shortly 
after the house of Warbass & Co. followed the example of Lee, and closed their doors 
with an assignment. A number of leading merchants followed the bankers, and in a 
few wecks the intoxicating progress of the city was arrested by a perfect prostration 
of confidence, an utter scepticism in the value of real estate, and a general excita- 
bility of the public mind, as it vibrated between the ever changing points of Hope 


and Fear. 


But Sacramento, that had outlived the antagonisms of Sutter, survived the gene- 


ral. pauperism of the fall of 49, and reacted upon the floods of ’50, was not only 
called upon now to undergo the lashings of a financial storm, but in the midst of all, 
she was made the center of one of the most appaling nots that sp been eg 
upon the conntry.

In the month of May, the association was ably sustained by a 
most talented engineer, Col. Jno. Plumbe, who was the regular Surveyor and Recorder 
of the organization. After the floods of January and March, a more thorough and 
complete organization of this party took place, and a deep feeling of hostility sprung 
up between the Squatters and the purchasers of Sutter titles. Ihe members of the 
association began to demonstrate their views by settling upon lots in different parts of 

the town. Contests ensued and removals were being from time to time effected. 


But on the 10th of May, the particular suit was commenced which resulted in 
the riots of August ; and to give a better conception of the character of this issue at 
law, we must give a succinct record of the case. 


On the 10th of May, 1850, Jno. P. Rodgers and Dewitt J. Burnett. commenced 
action against Jno. T Madden, in the Recorder’s Court, B. F. Washington presiding, 
under the statute providing for “‘ unlawful entries and detainers.”? ‘he lot settled 
upon and claimed by Madden was situated on the southeast corner of N and Second 
streets. T’he case was sustained by Kewen and Morrison for the plaintiffs, and F. W. 
Thayer for defendant. Defendant set forth the plea of no jurisdiction, issue joined, 
argued and plea overruled. Defendant then instituted the plea of the property being 
public land, the freehold of the government of the United States, and therefore sub- 
ject to a title by settlement and improvement—that about the first of March, 1850, 
he had peaceably entered upon the premises and made improvements thereon. Ai 
demurrer was entered by plaintiffs upon the ground that the plea set forth by defen- 
dant was insufficient in law. The plea was overruled. The defendant then filed an 
afidavit asking a change of venue, wpon the ground that the Recorder was biased and 
that he could not have a fair trial in this city, the citizens also being prejudiced against 
him. The application was refused, and the case went to trial. The case being argued 
upon both sides, the Recerder returned a judgment against defendant, fining him $300 
and costs expended, and ordered the issuance of a writ of restitution. 


The defendant appealed from this decision to the County Court, and on the Sth 
of August, 1850, the case came up for hearing before J udge Willis, of the above 
tribunal. The defendant at this trial was assisted by McKune, Tweed and Aldrich. 
Defendants moved for a nonsuit, om the ground that the Recorder’s Court had ne 
Jurisdiction over the case. The plea was taken into consideration, but by the eonr- 
sent of parties the case was submitted upon its merits, The claim of title from Sut- 
ter being offered by plaintiffs, defendant objected, and the objection was taken under 
advisement, which resulted in the Court overruling the objection. The case was then 


argued, and the following day judgment was rendered, sustaining the decision of the

= It is well known that a few individuals have seized upon nearly all the arable 
public lands in this county, and the following are some of the means they have resorted 
to, 1n order to retain the property thus taken: 


‘* First—They have used brute force and torn down the buildings of the settlers, 
and driven them from their homes by riotous mobs. 


‘* Second—They have used threats of violence, even to the taking of life, if the 


‘occupant or settler persisted in defending his property, and thus extorted from the 
timid their rightful possessions. 


‘They have passed or procured the passage of certain rules in the so-called 


‘Legislature of California, for the purpose, as their attorneys affirm, of protecting 


themselves and removing the settlers from the land they may occupy whether right or 
wroug—thus setting the question of title in an asswmed legistative body, which question 
can alone be setttled by the Supreme Government of the United States. 

‘‘ Fourth—Under said legislative regulations, by them called daws, they have 
continually harassed the settler with suits, and in many instances compelled him to 
abandon his home for want of the means to pay the costs of their courts. Many 
others have paid these costs with the hope of carrying their cause through these 
so-called Courts to the proper tribunal for final decision, viz: The Supreme Court of 
the United States. 

‘But these hopes were vain, for Judge Willis, so-called, has decided that from 
fas decision there is no appeal. | 

‘And now, masmuch as the so-called Legislature is not recognized by Congress, 
and their rules and regulations not approved, and are therefore of no binding force upon 
the citizens of the United States, but simply advisory, and inasmuch as the so-called 
law of “* Forcible Entry and Detainer,” if passed for the purpose affirmed by their 
Council, namely, to drive off settlers, with or without title, is unconstitutional, and 
would be in any State ; the people in this community called settlers, and others who 
are friends of justice and humanity, in consideration of the above, have determined to 
disregard all decisions of our courts in land eases and all summonses or executions by 
the Sheriff, Constable, or other officer of the present county or city touching this 
matter. They will regard the said officers as private citizens, as in the eyes of the 
constitution they are, and hold them accountable accordingly. And, moreover, if 
there is no other appeal from Judge Willis, the settlers and others, on the first ar 
of violence to their persons or property, either by the Sheriff or other person, under 
color of any execution or writ of restitution, based on any judgment or decree of any 
Court in this county, in an action to recover possession of land, have oe re- 
solved to appeal to arms and protect their sacred rights, if need be, with their oe 

‘‘ Should such be rendered necessary by the acts of the Sheriff or others, the a “ 
tlers will be governed by martial law. All property, and the persons f moor od 
not engage in the contest, will be sacredly regarded and protected by : Sai Ww Lae 
landholders or otherwise, but the property and lives of those who take the field ag 
them will share the fate of war.” 


This card of the squatters increased the excitement in the community to a 
intensity as to make collision and bloodshed an inevitable result in the Ba a hep 
card was pronounced to be a declaration of civil war and enlisted many peop e erin 
contest against the Squatters who had previously favored them by a sor * ne ue 
approbation.

*“ YESTERDAY. 


‘¢ At 2 o’clock a body of Squattersnumbering about forty, proceeded to the foot of 
I street, on the Levee, and undertook to regain possession of a lot of ground, which 
had been lately in the occupation of one of their party. They were fully armed, and 
a general understanding prevailed that their object included the liberation of the 
two men committed the day before to the prison ship, upon the charge of being 
concerned in a riotous assemblage on the morning of the 12th, for the purpose of 
forcibly resisting the process of law. After the displacement of some of the lum- 
ber upon the ground, the party of Squatters were deterred from proeceding fur- 
ther in their intent. The Mayor had meantime requested all good citizens to aid in 
suppressing the threatened riot, and very large numbers had gathered about the spot 
—-several citizens armed, proceeded also to the prison ship, but no demonstration was 
made in that direction. , | 

‘¢ The Squatters retreated in martial order, and passed up I street to Third, thence 
to J and up to Fourth, followed by a crowd of persons. They were here met by the 
Mayor, who ordered them to deliver up their arms and disperse. This they refused to 
do, and immediately several shots were fired at him, four of which took effect. He 
fell from his horse, and was carried to his residence, dangerously if not mortally 
wounded. Mr. J. W. Woodland, who, unarmed, stood near the Mayor at the time, 
received a shot in the groin, which he survived but a few moments. A man, named 
Jesse Morgan, said to be from Millersville, Ohio, lately arrived, and who was seen to 
aim at the Mayor, next fell dead, from the effects of a ball which passed through his 
neck. Mr. James Harper was very severely but not dangerously wounded, in sup- 
porting the Sheriff. It is difficult to give an exact detail of the terrible incidents 
which followed in such rapid succession. It appeared, from an examination before the 
Coroner, that the party of Squatters drew up in regular order, on arriving at the cor- 
ner of Fourth street, and that the Sheriff was several times fired upon before he dis- 
played any weapons. Testimony was also given as to the person who was seen to fire 
upon Mr. Woodland. The mounted leader of the Squatters, an Irishman by the name 
of Maloney, had his horse shot under him ; he endeavored to escape, was pursued a 
short distance up an alley and shot through the head, falling dead. Dr. Robinson, 
one of the armed party under his command, was wounded in the lower part of his 
body. Mr. Hale, of the firm of Crowell, Hale & Co., was slightly wounded in He leg. 
A young boy, son of Mr. Rogers, was also wounded. We have heard of several others, 
but are not assured of the correctness of the reports. Upon the oath of several cae 
tlemen, that they saw Dr. Robinson deliberately aim at the Mayor, he was aed , 
and placed in confinement. An Irishman, uamed Caulfield, accused of a similar ac 
with recard to both the Mayor and Mr. Woodland, was arrested late in the afternoon ;

“1ETTER FOUND IN THE TENT OF DR. ROBINSON—GENERAL STATE 


OF AFFAIRS—-HEALTH AND CONDITION OF THE WOUNDED, ETC, 

“The night passed without the least disturbance. The companies of Capt. Sher- 

wood and Major Snyder, and the artillery under Major Fowler, were constantly on 
duty ; also a police torce of about 200. The greatest vigilance was observed, but. no 
farther arrests were made, and quiet seems to be fully restored throughout the city. 
The public mind is composed, but resolute and fairly determined that the work shall 
be well done now. ‘The few persons who were heard to promulgate opinions opposed 
to the action which the authorities have pursued, have prudently desisted from their 
course, and but one sentiment is known at this time among the entire community. 
The Squatters have successfully concealed themselves, or fled. . A proposition is very 
generally supported, to give notice to all occupying city property, as Squatters, to 
leave forthwith, and that their tenements be demolished, and all vestiges of their pre- 
sence be removed. An early action to this direction will probably ensue. The most 
important development of the day, is the letter found in the tent of Dr. Robinson, 
and in his own handwriting, as can be fully proved. It is a damning evidence of the 
plans and purposes which governed the proceedings of the lawless mob of the 13th. 
We have no expression for the enormity of guilt which is thus brought home to them 
and all that abetted their cause. 

“Lieut. Governor McDougal returned from Benicia on the Gold Hunter this 

morning, bringing fifty stand of arms and 1500 cartridges. 

‘‘ The arrangements for the funeral of Mr. J. W. Woodland are completed. . 

“A general expression of admiration is awarded to the conduct of the Sheriff, 

Joseph McKinney. Under the most critical arcumstances, bravery and discretion 
have united to commend his every action. He has been placed in positions demand- 
ing the exercise of the most exalted courage, and in the midst of the most intense 
excitement which surrounded him, his perfect coolness and composure did not desert 
him. To these attributes, as well as the fortune which favors the brave, is the pre- 
servation of his life owing ; and our community may rejoice that such a well tried 
public officer continues to hold authority among them. He was, during the melee, 
the mark of many shots, but his vigilance and a kind Providence protected him. 

‘‘ We would allude in the same connection to the intrepid valor of Recorder 
Washington, upon whom the highest civic powers of command have devolved by the 
action of the Council, with the enthusiastic and unanimous approbation of the entire 
community. | 

Sheriff McKinney, on returning from the Fort yesterday, entered the house of 
the Surveyor of the Settlers’ Association, and took possession of all records, docu- 
ments, &c., found therein.”

they were about equal. Sunday morning I drew up a manifesto—earried it with me 
‘ the church——paid one dollar for preaching—helped them sing—showed it to a 
awyer, to see if my position was correct, legally, and procured the printiug of it in 
handbills and in the paper, after presenting it to a private meeting of eitizens for their 
approval, which I addressed at some length. After a long talk for the purpose of 
consoling a gentleman just in from the Plains, and who the day before had buried his 
wife whom he loved most tenderly, and a few days previous to that had lost his son: 
I threw myself upon. my blankets and ‘seriously thought of the morrow.” : 

‘What will be the result? Shall I be borne out in my position? On whom 
can] depend? How many of those who are Squatters will come out if there is a 
prospect of a fight? Will the Sheriff take possession, as he has promised, before 10 
o'clock, A.M? How many Speculators will fight? Have I distinctly defined our 
position in the bill? Will the World, the Universe and God say it is just?—&c., 
&e., &e. Will you call me rash if I tell you that I took these steps to this point when 
I could get but 25 men to pledge themselves on paper to sustain me, and many of 
them, I felt, were timid? Such was the case. 

‘‘ This morning I was early on my feet, silently and quietly visiting my friends, 
collecting arms, &c. Our manifesto appeared in the paper and in bills early, and the 
whole town is aroused. Nothing is thought or talked of but war. About 200 mem 
assembled on the disputed territory, and most of them sympathized with us. A few, 
however, were spies. We chose our commander, and enrolled such as were willing 
and ready to lay down their lives, if need be, in the cause. About 50 names could 
be obtained. J managed, by speeches, business, &c., to keep the spcetators and 
fighters mingled in a mass, all unarmed, so as to let no one know but all were men 
of valor, and ready to fight. While thus engaged, the Mayor appeared and addressed 
us from his saddle—not ordering us to disperse, but adviseng us to do so. I replied, 
most respectfully, that we were assembled to injure no one, and _ to assail no one who 
left us alone. We were on our own property, with no hostile intentions while unmo- 
lested. After he left, I, with others, was appomted a committee to wait upon him at 
his office, and state distinetly our positions, &c., so that there could be no possibility. of 
mistake. He said he should use his influence, as an individual, to keep any one from de- 
stroying our property, and told us the Sheriff had just told him that the executions from 
the Court had been postponed. We returned, and after reporting, and making some 
further arrangements for awother meeting if necessary, we adjourned. I told the 
Mayor we should not remain together if no attempt was to be made to execute their 
warrants, but I told him if in the mean time a Sheriff or any other person molested a 
Squatter, we should hold him responsible according to our proclamation. rom this

and you will take command of the same, and give all the aid in your power to the 
civil authorities, in suppressing violence and enforcing the laws. Should the force 

ordered out not be sufficient, you will forthwith inform me accordingly. 
‘¢ Your obedient servant, Perer H. Burnett, 
“ Governor of California and Commander-in-Chiet.”’ 


On the morning of the 16th, two military companies arrived by the steamer

‘“RESTORING OF QUIET. 


‘* We are happy to see at last the dawning of a calmer state of things in our 
midst. Under the circumstances, the excitement of the past few days was perhaps 
unavoidable. It is a terrible step for men to take, to rise in armed opposition to the 
laws and constitution of the State in which they reside. But when such a step is 
taken, it must be promptly met. 

‘¢ Our citizens have aroused with determination, they have rushed in multitudes to 
the side of law and authority. The blow has been struck. The armed opposition 
has been crushed. The rioters are scattered, and the authority of our government 
is still maintained. In addition, two telling moral blows have been struck, whose 
effect will last long in our community. We allude to the funerals of Mr. Wood- 
land and of Mr. McKinney. It almost seemed as if the entire city rose to perform 
ever them the last duties which were left to be performed. 

‘At present all is quiet in our midst. And we trust that until there is need of 
further excitement, our fellow citizens will do what lies in their power to allay the 
turmoil which has jostled our city from its course of prosperity. 

“The remote evils resulting from such an excitement as we have passed 
through, are much to be deplored, and should be avoided if it is within the range

om aren of August the amount of $100,000 had been issued per warrants 
of City Government as shown by the Mayor’s statement, and 
the estimated expense to be incurred by the construction of the Levee and City Goy- 
ernment inclusive presented a sum total of $300,000. 

No pen could describe the trouble which Sacramento endured during this and 
the succeeding mouth. The contests about titles, the breaking up of confidence in 
the general value of property thus situated, the pecuniary embarrassments that were 
running men into bankruptcy and ruin, and the heavy taxation necessary to sustain the 
City Government aud complete the public works which were necessary to the protec- 
tion of the City from floods, were enough to drive the City into an irrecoverable de- 
struction ; but the city had been established by a community of men of iron wills 
and inextinguishable energy. It could not be destroyed, as has been shown in a man- 
ner that leaves no room for doubt upon the subject. We had nearly omitted to men- 
tion an act of the Council, we believe in August, by which they appropriated to 
themselves a salary of $200 each a month. This was a most unpopular movement and 
when in addition to this, the citizens saw committees authorized by the Council attend- 
ing to duties that were little more than nominal, and reeeiving for their services $25 
per day, in addition to the monthly appropriation, there was a high degree of dissatis- 
faction engendered. 

After the riots of August, squatterism seemed for a time totally dead, so far as 
squatting upon city property was concerned, and after the bankruptcies of September 
the people began more systematically and much more soundly to engage in business 
which was made extraordinarily good by the heavy transportation of merchandise to 
the mines. ‘The Winter previous the people m the mines were thrown into desperate 
and starving condition from the scarcity of provisions and the interruption of commu- 
nication with the City. Hence this fall, soon after the financial revulsion, an immense 
and profitable trade sprang up between merchants and miners. This was a most timely 
relief, and exerted such a magic effect upon the City in a few weeks as to almost re- 
establish all its former indications of prosperity. 

A public question then of great interest began to-occupy the minds of men, and 
cause them to watch every successive arrival from Washington with the most intense 
anxiety. We mean the question of admission as a State into the Union. The long 
delay of Congress to acknowledge us as a State had induced a most painful suspense. 
Under such circumstances it can easily be imagined how the information was received, 

when it did come, that California had taken her stand as one of the Commonwealths of 
the Federal Union. | 

Karly in the morning of the 15th of October, (we believe) the booming notes of 
a rapidly fired cannon upon the Levee, waked the citizens of Sacramento with the 
understood and emphatic assurances of apmission. The sun rose that morning upon 
a community of people so elated with joyful intelligence, so intoxicated with the dis- 
sipation of an oppressive suspense, that every memory from that terrible past seemed 
to be blotted from their recollection. In addition to the agreeable and exciting infor-

inexpressibie fear of the destruction which marked its progress, of the teal: tory _ 
hopeless rapidity with which it hurried its victims into eternity that “adie ile 
watched its manifestations with an excitability of mind that can seldom be cere 1b 
any scene of earth. It is doubtful whether. in the records of the world there anaair 
be found a parallel of the destructive panic which followed this appearance of cholera 
in our midst. Previous difficulties from which our citizens had but Just escaped, and 
which were sufficient to crush any ordinary energy, and the short interval afforded 
them for recuperating, made them the easy prey of disease and death. 

In the feverish state of mind that existed in the community, there was no hope 
of escape. This alone, with the direction then given to fears, was sufficient to ca 
the disease into a terrific development. It scarcely required an imported case to 
establish a panic more to be dreaded than its cause, the cholera. But we believe the 
first case that occurred was a steerage immigrant of the steamer which brought this 
disease. arly on the morning of the 20th of October, a person was found on the 
Luevee, in the collapsing stage of this formidable malady. Medical aid was administered, 
but the disease had taken too deep hold of its victim ; we saw him at sunrise. He was then 
expiring from the effects of the disease. The indications presented by his death were 
not calculated to abridge the depressing fear in the community, The cholera was 
now indeed in our city, and from mouth to mouth the story was communicated, so 
improved in all the features of a horrible description, as to darken the city with the 
very pall of Death in a few hours. Time and Mortality, discovering the advantages 
conceded to them by the panic-stricken community, did not lose the opportunity of 
commencing the work of destruction. The next day, several fatal cases were duly 
chronicled, and as duly circulated through the magnifying minds of thousands of indi- 
viduals whose fear of the disease made them the almost certain subjects of it With 
such assistance any disease of common severity might have decimated the city, and 
hence it was not at all singular that cholera should have became a terrible destroyer. 

In six days from the time of its inception it was making such progress that regu- 
lar burials were but slightly attended to, and nursing and attention were not unfre- 
quently functions of society that were entirely overlooked. Money would scarcely 
buy the offices of common kindness, and affections were so neutralised by the conflict- 
ing elements of selfishness, that but little could be done to arrest the course of the 
disease. 

The victims of the malady did not seem to be confined so much to those of intem- 
perate and irregular habits, as had been the case in almost all the previous manifesta- 
tions of the disease. People of the most industrious, regular and careful habits 
seemed alike vulnerable to the dreadful enemy. In a few days many of our most 
substantial citizens were numbered among the victims to the sweeping epidemic. It 
was reported that a hundred and fifty cases occurred in a single day ; but such was 
the confusion and the positive delirium of the community, that no proper records wert 
made, nor can any accurate data now be found in respect to this epidemic of 750. As 
soon, however, as the daily mortality become so great as to keep men sony em- 
ployed in carrying away the dead, the citizens began to leave the town in every direc- 
tion. and jn such numbers as to soon diminish the population to probably not more 
than one-fifth of its ordinary standard. In this pestilential reign of terror and dismay

human misery then developed, as irresistibly as the magnetic needle bends to the mys- 
terious attractions of the north. These men are found by, and are known to, those 


who constitute the heroes of all epidemics. They consisted of an occasional brother, 


whose inwrought feelings of fraternity were sustained by a maternal bias that made

them as enduring as life, and as constant as the ALTA R-FIRES OF 
by fathers, uncles, cousins, or friends, in whose companionship circulated the death- 


less elements of enduring, immortal affections. 

But in a constricted and hurried sketch like this, there is no space for the incor- 
poration of names that are written in the pages of individual memories, and, as we 
believe, recorded in the indestructible roll of Heaven’s favorites. But we will mention 
one name, our motive for which will be readily acknowledged more as the extortion of 
truth than the result of partizan partiality. That name is John Bigler, the present 
Governor of California. This man, with strong impulses of sympathy, could be seen 
in every refuge of distress, that concealed the miseries of the dying and the destitute. 
With a lump of gum camphor as large as a moderate sized inkstand, now in his pocket 
and anon at his nostrils, he braved every scene of danger that presented, and with his 
own hands administered relief to his suffering and uncared for fellow beings. Nothing 
could have absorbed such an amount of confidence iu any man’s mind as did this huge 
piece of camphor in the feelings of Col. Bigler; and the involuntary industry with 
which he applied it to the olfactory avenues of sensation, gave to the habit such a 
ludicrous appearance as to almost provoke an unhallowed smile amidst the most 
solemn scenes that can pass the portals of vision Witha little transposition it seemed 
to be the very embodiment of a portion of ‘* Cato’s Soliloquy,” in which he says— 


‘¢ Thus am IT doubly armed, 
My death and life, my bane and antidote, «re both before me ; 
This (the cholera) in a moment shall bring me to an end, 
But this (the camphor) informs me [ shall not die.” 


But no rational source of protection, no means of relieving the mind from an in- 
stinctive fear that depresses the vital forces, should ever disparage those ennobling 
Impulses of benevolence which conduct aman voluntarily into the haunts of danger and 
distress They may at times appear in .a ridiculous light, but they are honorable, 
Just, and in the highest degree serviceable. If their general application could impart 
a similar feeling of safety, the cholera would become a disease of so much tameness as 
to make it nearly as amenable to remedies as are the in‘ermittents of our country.

Besides those who died in the city, mapy were overtaken by death in other places, 
and upon the road, in the desperate efforts of our citizens to escape by running eee 
the enemy In the latter part of the epidemic the authorities, that had from the first 
been most constant in their efforts at relief, procured the use of a large frame building 
in L street, where the destitute cholera subjects were taken and well provided for. 
The abatement of the disease was much longer than its period of inception and 
increase, and commenced just as soon as the frequency of death had familiarized peo- 
ple with the frightful scenes around them, and rendered them less defenceless from 
a paralyzing and destructive fear. 

By the time that the disease had almost completely disappeared, the City was 
nearly depopulated, and there were not a few outside croakers on destiny, that intima- 
ted that the Levee City was dead beyond a possibility of resurrection. 

But those who suppose Sacramento and Sacramentans could be so easily crushed, 
had not learned their character. The very moment that mortality began an obvious 
retreat from our premises, that very moment those who survived their flight returned, 
and those who abided by the City in its distress, reacted upon the calamities of the 
town with such an elastic and vigorous energy as to completely transform the appear- 
ance of the place in a few days. The confidence of the people in the health of the 
City was almost immediately restored, and business communications were re-opened 
with the mires under the most encouraging circumstances. For a few weeks a good 
business was realized, and the broken and beautiful winter that followed imparted a 
vitality to the town that could not have been anticipated by one who contemplated its 
destiny through the gloomy scenes of the October previous. 

Merchants and traders had unfortunately calculated too much upon a winter like 
that of ’48 and ’49, in which the communication with the mines was for a long. time 
suspended. This induced them to transport at high rates immense stores into differ- 
ent mining regions, which stores in consequence of the lack of water in Dry Diggings 
and the uninterrupted communication with the City this following winter, were sold at 
ruinous sacrifices. 

Never was any portion of the world so blest by the comforts of a sunny and al- 
most unclouded winter as California during this season. Everything that belongs toa 
oalmy air, a beautiful horizon and unexceptionable temperature were experieneed in 
this nominal winter, but real Italian summer. And although it brought not so mueh 
of the glittering ore into our city, yet it poured into the golden treasury of health such 
elements of future growth and power, such sources of gratitude and motives to con- 


The winter passed away almost unnoticed, save by its genial influences, and never 
were realized more delightful comminglings of business and pleasure. Such an mtro- 
duction as was given to 1851 can find no parallel in history, and it seems almost im- 
‘ appear in the future. But we cannot begin to 
do justice to the balance of our City’s existence and progress unless —, a 
time and space and infinitely less of the impetuous hurry _ has foreed us t rong 
what we have already accomplished.

The Mayor’s message this year gives no financial statement. 

_ But even in the Directory edition we cannot forbear a concluding reference to the 
gigantic improvements which are now going on in our wonderful city. 

_ The Levee on the Sacramento and American rivers is being rapidly widened and 
raised, a new Levee from the former to the highlands in the rear of the City is in 
course of construction ; the raising of I street to a level above high water mark, and 
the extension of that improvement to Tenth street, all of which will be completed 
within a few weeks, will effectually secure the city against a recurrence of the calamity 
from which she has so frequently and so terribly suffered. The planking of Front 
street from I to M street; K street from Front to Highth ; Second street from J to 
K, and J street from Front to Twelfth, where it connects with the plank road to 
‘¢ Patterson’s” (12 miles) is progressing rapidly and will all be completed before the 
wet season. , 

Thus the City secure from flood, and accessible at all times by its main artery 
of internal trade, with every facility for rapid communication between its different 
quarters secured by the planking of the principal thoroughfares, would seem to re- 
quire but protection against fire to be insured a career of future prosperity. A rep- 
etition of the frightful conflarration of last November has been effectually guarded 
against by the construction since that time of over two hundred fire proof brick struc- 
tures, most of which from their massive walls and metallic defences, bid defiance to 
eternal attacks of the devouring element.

This 
building is 36x79 feet, three stories high, so elegant in its massive construction, go 
thoroughly fire-proof and perfect in all its parts, that it surpasses all previous efforts 
at grandeur, and fully sustains the reputation of Adams & Co. for advancement and 
indefatigable enterprise. With this building we would mention the extensive pile of 
Read & Co., 60x160, corner of Third and J streets; Orleans Hotel; Callahan’s 
Hotel, K street ; Kennedy’s building, corner of Third and J streets ; John Gillig’s 
store, J street; H. H. Robinson’s, J street ; Spalding & Johnson's new building, the 
‘ Magnolia’”’?; K street row, between Second and Third ; Mineral Point Hotel, on J 
street; Boyd & Davis, on K street ; A Beam, and Cothrin & Potter, on K street, 
above Third; Brown, Henry & Co., T. 8. Mitchell & Co., 8 D. Jones & Co., and 
D. O Mills & Co., on J street, besides numerous stores and buildings in different 
parts of the city equally worthy of note, but too numerous to mention in detail. We 
only desire to name the immense building now in course of erection on Front street, 
by Dr. Carpenter. This house is 80x85 feet, three stories in height. The beautiful 
location of this structure, and its immense size, commend it as a suitable building for 
the State Capitol, if, as is generally supposed, the Legislature remove here the coming 
winter. It would afford ample accommodations for both houses, their committee and 
officers’ rooms, the Executive Departments, Governor, etc., thus adding materially 
to the general convenience of all interested. 

The Fire Department will in a short time receive an ample supply of efficient 
apparatus, which has been sent for to the Atlantic Cities. Capacious cisterns have 
been provided in different localities; extensive water works have been contracted for, 
and are in course of construction ; the pipes being all on the ground there is a reason- 
able probability that they will be in operation at an early date. With these improve- 
ments and precautions, the prosperity of the city is secured : its future is no longer a
